Mr, Finnie, who paid his last visit | 
to the north in 1925, slated that much 
mineral development Was being carr- 
led out, particularly in the vicinity of 
Great Slave Lake, where the Atlas 
Company is hard at work, Scatiéred 
throughout the remainder of the Ter- 
ritories are numerous parties of pros- 
péctors, many of whom entered the 
north via Edmonton, whil others | 
took different routes, several going in 
by alr 

Big Development 

He expressed the opinion that a few 
years would see great developments in 
the north as a result-of the work be- 
ing done hy these prospectors and 
mining companics 

Speaking of the reported hardships | 
suffered by the Indians last winter, 
Mr, Finnie said that the natives had | 
undoubtedly suffered much, mainly 
through the influenza epidemic and | 
the scarcity of game, When the gov- 
ernment had discovered how bad con- 
ditions actually were, they had given 
permission to the head of each Indian

NOT MANY, Ww ANTED 

Alberta, it is estimated, can get along 
this vear with about two thousand har- 
vesters from outside points, Last year 
sixteen thousand were required. There 
will be fewer sheaves to handle this fall, 
and there are more idle men in the pro- 
vince to lend a hand at the job. Condi- 
tions are pretty similar in the other west- 
ern provinces 

It is rather important that this fact be 
made widely known Crops are under 
standard¢in the older provinces and the 
neighboring states also. The west is some- 
what liable to an inundation of harvesters 
from those provinces and states unless the 
warning signs are hung out in advance. 
Men in all parts of the continent have got 
the habit of looking to the western fields 
for fall work. They should be told that 
this year is the exception to the rule. 


PREPARING rHE AIR ROUTES 


The arrival of the survey party who 
are looking over western air lines and the 
arrangements which are being made for 
the inception of the air mail is a hopeful 
sign that the establishment of this service 
will net be much longer delayed. There 
was a lively demand for air mail from 
western centres a year ago. Last Decem- 
ber trial flights were made by mail planes 
between Winnipeg and Edmonton, with 
success. Considering the opportunities 
for saving time, it cannot be claimed that 
western people have been unreasonably 
urgent for the establishment of air mail. 

It is interesting, and also reassuring, 
to learn that beacons and emergency land- 
ing fields are being arranged at thirty- 
mile intervals along the proposed routes. 
The public will not grudge any further 
delay that may be necessary to get these 
safeguards in order. No one would want 
the airmen to undertake unnecessary 
risks merely that the service should get 
under way a few days or weeks earlier. 
With lights and landing places at this 
comparatively short distance apart, once 
the service is started it should be possible 
to operate it regularly and with minimum 
danger of mishaps. ' 


NO LONGER “REMOTE” 
Tuesday's afternoon 
Bulletin carried the news 
Dubue, sitting in court at Aklavik, had 
earlier the same day sentenced two 
Eskimos who were convicted of criminal 
offences.

is the exact meaning of the dismissal of 
the Chinese ambassador at Moscow. What 
the dispute is about and which govern- 


ment was most to blame for the course of

The all-important fact is that the 
Nanking authorities, in replying to the 
{ussian ultimatum, stated definitely that 
a Chinese plenipotentiary was being sent 
to Moscow to discuss all out-standing 
questions between the two governments.

That declaration passed the initiative to 
Russia, and along with it the responsi- 
bility for what might follow. China pro-'! 


es , 


baued a conference. Moscow replied in 
effect that there will be no conference, 
and handed the Chinese representative his 
passport, There can be no question there- 
fore as to where the responsibility rests 
for the rupture. The Soviet is the aggres- 
sor. It was offered peace, and declared 
for war. 

Ostensibly, the bone of contention is 
the Chinese Hastern railway. This is a 
Russian-owned railway running through 
Chinese territory. It is not, and never 
was, of any particular value to Russia 
save as a highway for Russian influence 
and Russian troops into the Chinese pro- 
vince of Manchuria, It was built under 
the Czarist regime, and as part of the age- 
long policy of extending the possessions of 
Russia in Asia. The Soviet has shown 
little enough concern for Russian invest- 
ments outside Russia in other parts of the 
world, and no inclination to continue the 
Czarist policy of expansion in other quar- 
ters. The railway through Manchuria is 
the exception to the rule. That is to be 
made the pretext for a war which could 
have been avoided if Moscow had_ been 
willing. The conclusion is obvious. The 
Soviet is not going to war to resist China’s 
unwarrantable interference with the man- 
agement of the Russian-owned railway. 
It is making war for the conquest of Man- 
churia and the dominance of China, The

Fortune-Telling 


By GLENN FRANK 


Our present-day civilization may be described as & 


race between foresight and fortune-telling 
By foresight I mean 
casting. 
By fortune-telling I mean unreliable popular pre- 
diction 


dependable scientific fore- 


Ald Auguste Comte, the French 
philosopher, expressed the spirit 
and purpose of modern science in 
his famous phrase “Voir; Prevoir; 
Pourvolr.” Freely translated this 
phrase means, “See to foresee, 
foresee in order to provide.” 


Prediction is thus one of the 
major tasks of modern science, 
but the predictions of science, 
when they are soundly scientific 

ao differ widely from the predictions 
Glenn Frank either of the popular mind or of 
the professional soothsayer. 

The predictions of science are but one phase of the 
three-fold business of science, 

First, science must, if it is true to itself, begin by 
assembling and assaying ell the facts about the pro- 
blem under consideration; clear obesrvation must 
assemble the facts and’ controlled experimentation 
must test the facts 

Second, science must then study the facts it has 
assembled and tested in the light of cause and effect; 
it must undertake accurately to forecast the effects 
that will follow from the causes represented by the 
facts 

Third, science must, if it is to complete its fob, 
help us to work out ways and means of controlling 
the situation its analysis and forecasts have revealed 

There are, thesefore, three phases of the foresight 
of the scientist. They: are ’ 

Positive knowledge. 

Reliable prediction 

Efficient control 

We might remake our civilization in one generation 
if all of us, or a controlling majority of us, really 
brought this sorf of scientific foresight to the affwirs 


of our time, but unfortunately most of us are prac- 
titioners of fortune-telling rather than _ sclentific 
foresight 


If we are conservative, we predict that innovation 
will bring doom; if we are radical, we predict that 
our pet scheme will mean the dawn of a new day. 
And so our civilization proceeds as a game of pull- 
and-haul between unreliable predictions. 


BUY AT HOME

School Bully Blacked Both of Lord Palmerston’s Eyes 


Perusing their son's letters, Viscount 
and Lady Palmerston suddenly came 
to the conclusion—or perhaps it was 
only Lord #almerston—that young 
Henry John Palmerston was getting | 
a wrong start in life. 

His thoughts seemed to relate too 
persistently to food. 

Henry John was a great letter 
writer, He wotfld rather write a let- 
ter than convey his thoughts by word 
of mouth, even if the person he ad- 
dressed happned to be under the same 
room with him 

On Christmas Day, 1791, when he 
was only seven, his mother asked him 
to dine with her Btraightway he 
sent her a formal written acceptance 
“to goble up mince-pyes or whatever 
else there is for dinner.” 

Food of various descriptions con- 
tinued thereafter to figure in his cor- 
respondence. His diction grew unc- 
tious in mention of it, Thus, in writ- 
ing home from Harrow, where he had 
been sent in the hope of reform, he 
said 

“T am very well and hope to con- 
tinue s0, for I am in a very heaithy 
place . The cake was very much 
liked—what I liked best in it was that 
at top it was at plain and at bottom 
plumb (plum), and then the sugar 
was 680 rich.” 

One senses in these few words the 
tenderness of the memories left by this 
cake, But what a world of pathos is 
revealed in another letter, also written 
from Harrow, but to a friend travel- 
ling on the continent.
